not only must we ourselves build {resh 
fleets;. we must culiivate the closest rela- 
tions ‘possible with the other Power which 
has also'great Pacific possessions to protect— 


from Tasmania and’ Sydney to Puget Sound;

THE LATE MR. A: P. BULLEN.

~The Manila Cadlenews, of 24th inst, says :— 
Death struck a cruel and unexpected blow 
when it robbed Manila of Mr. A. P. Bullen, the 
manager of the Manila branch of the Inter- 
national Banking Corporation who died yester- 
day just before da 
of continuous residence here he had ‘madea 
host of friends, and bad proved himself a leader 
in his chosen profession, While he had been 
ill for some weeks and while his intimates 
knew that ho was close fo the end, the business 
community was deeply shocked to learn of his 
passing away. Mr. Fullen was only 37 years 
old and of such a hale and hearty figure and 
nature that illness was hardly to beassociated 
with him, Bat nearly 1§ years in the Orient, 
combined w'th the closest attention to financia' 
| affairs, had weakened bis system, and an in- 
sidious disease of the liver was complicated 
with heart trouble. He went to the civil hos- 
pital ot Laster and was unable ever to Jeave 
again. It was thought that he was gaining 
and deep had been made for his departure to 
England where it was believed he would soon 
regain. his health, But Sunday he lost his

evening ihe attending physicians announced 
that there was Jittle hope of his surviving. 
He was conscious and gave directions asto his 


affairs.”

fully. Mr. Bullen bad spent his life in banking 
circles, Forten years he was accountant in.the 
Singapore branch of Mercantile Bank of India 
and China, and travelled all over the China and

‘of these countries and a- wide acquaintance 
with their leading men. 
about three years ago as manager of the Manila 
branch of the’ Guaranty Trust Company, and 
‘when that-institution was absorbed by the 
International Banking Corporation, he was ap: |’ 
pointed manager. He'had already. made a 
name asa skilfol bankers. In August he went 
to Australia ‘for a couple of months and came 
back in excellent’ health apparently.” His.
